R. S. Vaile Tells Business

"Men's part in the war must he to 
keep and cultivate an open mind—a 
mind willing to take up with new re­ 
gimes in food conservation," declared 
It. S. Valle of the Riverside experiment 
station, in an address at the Chaumer 
01 i ommerce luncheon today. 
The speaker had the tat tiny of a s­ 
sembling telling points 
and 
saying 
them quickly. 
He impressed his audi­ 
tors with the importance of using their 
influence in conserving food. 
He predicted that if this war con­ 
tinued for three years thousands of 
men would be taken from food produc­ 
tion work to ship building and other 
war construction work, with the re­ 
sult that the food production would be 
a great deal less than it is at the pres­ 
ent time. 
"We of America have not as vet 


commenced to realize the full iqjpor-j 
tance of saving everything 
we 
can, 
and we have not suffered as have the 
people of the allied nations, n o r-as 
we will suffer if the war continues for 
any great period of time," said Vaile. 
“Who can say whether this war will 
be won by the soldier, the mechanic, 
j tile agriculturist or the housewife?

“The allied armies are standing as 
a wall blocking the progress of autoc­ 
racy. 
They are standing with their 
back to the wall.

“Y’ou are concerned as to your boy. 


I That is but natural and right.

that he may return as he left the old 
home—sound in body and pure in 
mind.

that care and attention is a continual 
service. 
“lf I were to ask the question here 
tonight ’Is your boy as safe morally 
at home, and by home I mean the com­ 
munity in which he lives rather than 
ti*} family abiding place—as he would 
be in tile United States navy,’ some 
parents would be startled and moved 
with indignation. 
You are in the hab­ 
it of thinking the other way ’round. 
Yet that question would not be un­ 
reasonable or unjust in the majority 
of eases. 
"The mother of that boy from Seat­ 
tle has learned that her boy is safer 
in Uncle Sam’s care at Camp Lewis, 
than at homo. 
She has learned this 
not from her own investigation, but 
from the word of General Green, bas­ 
ed upon his investigation which was 
prompted by his concern for that boy 
and for every boy enrolled at Camp 
Lewis.

Government Taking Hand 
The threatened shortage in tho beet 
acreage in Orange and other enmities 
where beet growing is a large indus­ 
try, lias caused tile government to 
take up an investigation of the causes 
leading to the decrease in the acre­ 
age. 
Sugar factory men concede that at 
the present time there is every indi­ 
cation of a shortage .bul that it will 
be sufficient to be classed as serious 
they deny. 
Ralph P. Merritt, state representa­ 
tive of the food administration, is go­ 
ing into the m atter very thoroughly 
and lins sent letters to beet growers, 
together with postal cards tor them to 
till out. advising their acreage in DD", 
what acreage they propose planting 
for the DDS season, and the name of 
tile sugar factory to which they usual­ 
ly sell their product. 
The card also 
carries this pledge: 
‘ I shall endeavor 
to assist the government in its cam ­ 
paign to increase the production of 
sugar beets to the best of my ability. 
“The sugar beet production for DUS 
is of vital importance to the nation," 
reads Merritt's letter accompanying 
the card, “and an atliruiative answer 
by the growers of this state will lie of 
importance in helping to win this 
war. 
"At this time there is a sugar 
famine on tin* Atlantic seaboard. Dur­ 
ing October, November and December 
of DDS. there will be a great scarcity 
throughout this country and in Kuro|*e, 
unless our beet production can lie* in­ 
creased. 
The food administration lins 
limited the profits of all sugar refiners 
and dealers. 
Speculation 
has 
been 
eliminated. 
Tho responsibility, there­ 
fore. for production re d s wholly upon 
the grower." 
Hoover Appeals to Farmers 
Accompanying Merritt’s letter is the 
following appeal to the growers by 
Herbert Hoover:

confronting this urn ion is that of pr<>- 
iairing sufficient sugar to meet tho re- 
oniremciiiN of cur people and of the 
allied 
nations fighting our common 
battle 
The production of cane sugar 
in this hemisphere eau and will be in- 
c Tea Bed to a limited degree.. But we 
must rely upon the fanners in sugar- 
beet producing sections of the coun­ 
try for a i*art of the needed supply, to 
come to his country’if aid in this hour 
of need.
